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College 
revamp 
scheme 
on hold 

STOURBRIDGE College 
may be forced to go back to 
the drawing board with 
plans for a £500,000 revamp 
of its main campus. 

Proposals for the redevel¬ 
opment of the entrance and 
reception at the Hagley 
Road site have sparked 
objections from nearby resi¬ 
dents and from Stourbridge 
MP Margot James. 

The college has decided to 
put the project - that would 
see the entrance replaced 
with a modern white 
facade - on hold while dis¬ 
cussions continue with plan¬ 
ning officers at Dudley 
Council. 

The plans follow a £1 mil¬ 
lion scheme for a new fitness 
suite and computer area for 
students. The college had 
hoped to start work on the 
entrance during the summer 
break but around 20 people 
have written to the council 
objecting to the scheme. 

Planning officers are 
reviewing the objections and 
the college will wait to hear 
their advice before deciding 
on any changes. 

Principal Lynette Cutting 
said: “We have put our plans 
on hold and will continue to 
work with all parties con¬ 
cerned.” 

Ms James said in her let¬ 
ter of objection: “The white 
colour of the proposed exten¬ 
sion will be in stark contrast 
to the more traditional 
colours and materials of 
neighbouring buildings.”

The weekday opening hours will remain 
the same but the centre will be opening 
longer on Sundays between July 29 and 
September 9, from 10am until 7pm, instead 
of 11am until 5pm. 

Meanwhile bosses at both the Mander 
Centre and the Wulfrun Centre in Wolver¬ 
hampton said they were also considering 
extending their opening hours. 

Wolverhampton’s Mander Centre direc¬ 
tor Nicholas Pitt said the venue was in dis¬ 
cussions with tenants about extended 
opening hours. 

He said: “We are looking at what can be 
done so our tenants can capitalise on trade. 

“For some it might not make sense, 
depending on costs involved with remain¬ 
ing open. 

“We hope to make an announcement in 
the next few days.”

Extended hours of 8pm 
could also be introduced 
twice a week. 

A new library link service 
is also part of the plans with 
residents being able to lend 
books. 

They would also have 
access to a community 
room. 

But the building’s main 
purpose would be as a base 
for Dr Skilbeck Ab and Part¬ 
ners GP practice, which is 
currently located in a tem¬ 
porary centre off Pensnett 
High Street.

A BULLY who terrorised a woman 
during an attempted robbery at her 
home and stole from a teenage 
paperboy has been jailed for seven 
years. 

James Hinton entered the home 
of Alison Jones and demanded £20, 
before they became involved in a 
brief struggle. After leaving the 
house, 25-year-old Hinton returned 
and punched in a door, causing 
shards of glass to hit her face. A 


week later Hinton, of Central Drive, 
Gornal, stole a bike worth £400 from 
a 16-year-old paperboy, using a 
knife. He was jailed for seven years 
after pleading guilty to robbery, 
attempted robbery and causing 
criminal damage at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Recorder Abigail Nixon told him 
she would extend his licence on 
release from custody by a further 
three years to protect the public. 


She told Hinton, who had com¬ 
plained of being intimidated while 
being held in custody: “You are a 
bully so perhaps you are getting a 
taste of your own medicine. 

“You picked on those people who 
are unlikely to fight back and it is 
clear you targeted this woman and 
the young lad. You are a bully and a 
coward.” Hinton, she added, had 
seven previous convictions for rob¬ 
bery on his record and his latest 


crimes had been committed within 
days of his release from custody. 

The Recorder, said: “You have 
learned absolutely nothing at all 
from your prison sentences.” She 
warned Hinton: “If you continue in 
this vein you are going to spend the 
rest of your life in prison.” 

Mr Simon Hanns, defending, had 
told the court that money was the 
motivation behind his latest offend¬ 
ing.

Restructure 
is needed 
for council, 
says chief 

THE NEW leader of Dudley 
Council says his first prior¬ 
ity in office is to restructure 
its committee system to bet¬ 
ter reflect the borough’s res¬ 
idents. 

Councillor David Sparks 
wants to ditch the current 
system of five area commit¬ 
tees and replace it with more 
committees to better repre¬ 
sent each ‘independent’ 
community. 

He believes the existing 
system is based on artificial 
boundaries. 

The Labour councillor 
said: “I think the current 
system is wrong, I think 
local communities are best 
represented by local council¬ 
lors who are free to discuss 
local issues. 

“Dudley is different from 
other places, we have so 
many different towns and 
villages, each with their own 
history and with fierce local 
identities. 

“Why can’t we have com¬ 
mittees for not just the 
towns, but also villages 
which residents can be fac¬ 
ing very different issues 
than those in neighbouring 
towns. I think such a move 
would give residents a 
greater say - it would enrich 
democracy.” A scrutiny 
panel will look into restruc¬ 
turing the system. 


to attract funding for 
growth from the European 
Commission and Govern¬ 
ment. 

He also said the borough’s 
four main towns had a 
“unique diversity” which did 
not lend itself to a city. 

His comments come three 
months after the borough 
lost out on a bid to become a 
city to mark the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee. 

Councillor Sparks, who 
took the helm at the council 
when Labour swept to 
power in the May elections, 
said: “I would rather Dudley 
be a big borough than 
become a city. 

“When the campaign was 
on earlier this year we had 
feedback from people in 
towns like Halesowen and 
Stourbridge who said they 
did not identify themselves 
with Dudley as a city. 

“I agree with that. The 
‘unique diversity’ in the bor¬ 
ough would not suit a city. 

Rebrand 

“Instead, what we need to 
do is rebrand the borough. 

“Dudley should be far 
more involved in establish¬ 
ing a sub-regional partner¬ 
ship and helping create a 
better West Midland profile. 

“We need to work 
together as councils to 
attract European and Gov¬ 
ernment funding. ” 

The borough, which has a 
population of more than 
300,000, had hoped to follow 
in the footsteps of Wolver¬ 
hampton and become a city 
when applying last year. 

But Dudley only had the 
support of a petition signed 
by 1,300 people. 

Former council leader Les 
Jones, said: “I think it would 
have been a good idea.”

The last laugh as Tommy 
brings down the curtain 


Comedian Tommy 
Mundon is retiring after 
more than half a century 
in showbusiness. He talks 

to MARK ANDREWS 

THE irony is not lost on 
Tommy Mundon. “Parkin¬ 
son’s is probably one of the 
worst diseases a comedian 
can have,” he says. 

“I’m now a stand-up comedian who 
can’t stand up for long.” 

After more than half a century 
making the people of the Black 
Country laugh, Tommy Mundon is 
finally calling it a day. “It’s funny, I 
was thinking about three years ago, 
when it was all going along nice and 
steady, ‘How will it finish? Will I wait 
until the phone stops ringing?”’ 

The phone never did stop ringing. 

He rounded off a busy last year with 
the Black Country Christmas show at 
Brierley Hill Civic Hall. 

But 15 months after revealing he 
had Parkinson’s, he is now coming to 
terms with the news his performing 
days are over. 

“The thing I will miss most is the 
folk I work with. I have been very 
lucky, I have had some good audi¬ 
ences - one or two bad ones, as most 
comedians do - but on the whole they A 

have been very good.” 

A born showman, Tommy put on his first 
performance at the age of four or five in the 
entry to his parents’ terraced house in Hale- 

wen. 

Backdrop 

“I put up a curtain at the back which I 
would use as my backdrop. That was my first 
performance.” 

At school, he had a knack for keeping 
classes amused with stories he had made up, 
and he later performed in fundraising con¬ 
certs for Hasbury Methodist Church. 

“A chap called Alan Bissell persuaded me 
to have a go on my own, and he wrote me a 
sketch, and before you knew it we were 
doing clubs and Rotary dinners.” 

In the early days his no-swearing, teetotal 
act was the source of some fascination on the

club circuit. “Word got around: ‘Tommy 
Mundon. Black Country comedian. Never 
swears. No smutty jokes. Drinks orange 
juice’.” In the early 1970s he joined the 
Black Country Night Out show, performing 
with Dolly Allen and Doug Parker, poet 
Harry Harrison and folk singer Jon Raven. 

In 1979 the Black Country Night Out 
show went on tour in Canada, but Tommy 
was not part of it due to his job as a lorry 
driver for Dudley Council. “They told me I 
could take a month’s holiday from work, but 
I wouldn’t get paid.” 

He says the highlight of his career was 
performing in front of a packed Symphony 
Hall a few years ago. “I remember walking 
out on the stage. If you can get a few laughs 
at the beginning, it builds your confidence, 


and when 2,000 people started laughing it 
was wonderful.” Not that it has all been 
plain sailing. He recalls playing the panto 
dame at Wolverhampton Grand Theatre in 
1993. “The first time I did pantomime, in 
1992, it was great, I was the Squire of 
Dudley, performing with Roy Barraclough,” 
he says. 

Disastrous 

“But the second one was disastrous,” he 
muses. “They asked me to be a dame, but 
that isn’t my scene. As soon as I started 
putting on the women’s clothing I knew it 
wasn’t me. I did a couple of performances, 
but I couldn’t carry on.” 

Comedy legend Ken Dodd has spoken of 
his admiration for Tommy, who he got to 
know while researching local landmarks for 


a radio programme he was making in the 
Midlands. The Liverpudlian often mentions 
Tommy in his act, and has invited him back- 
stage at his shows. 

Tommy says his accent is probably the 
reason he never made it as a national per¬ 
former. In the 1970s he submitted a demon¬ 
stration video to The Comedians, the 
stand-up show which turned club comedians 
such as Jim Bowen, Frank Carson and Mike 
Reid into household names. 

“The producer wrote back, he said: ‘you’re 
a very good comic, but I’m wondering 
whether it will go down outside the West 
Midlands’. “In the early days I used to talk 
very fast, now I’ve slowed it down a bit, but 
I’ve never regretted being a Black Country 
comic, I’m very proud of it.”

Loo campaigners step up the battle 


THE BATTLE to reopen public 
toilets in a Dudley village is to be 
stepped up after campaigners said it 
made no sense for such a busy shop¬ 
ping hub to have no facilities. 

More than 300 residents signed a 
petition earlier this year. 

It called on Dudley Council to 
restore the conveniences in Abbey 
Road, Gornal. 

Bosses from the authority closed 


the block last year saying thousands 
of pounds of investment was needed 
to improve and modernise the facili¬ 
ties. 

But campaigners said they hoped 
the recent change in administration 
at the council from Tory to Labour 
would see the scheme looked at 
again. 

They vowed to keep up pressure 
on the authority to ensure the work 


was carried out. Sources of cash are 
being investigated to cover the costs 
of the scheme, which would include 
work to underground pipes. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, who is 
leading the campaign, said the fight 
to secure the future of the toilets 
was still very much on the agenda. 

“It makes absolutely no sense that 
Lower Gornal has no public facilities 
when it is a very busy place with 


people visiting during the entire 
day,” he said. 

“There is also a bus station there 
which again brings more people in. I 
am not naive enough to think it is 
something which will happen 
overnight and budgets will have to 
continue as they have been set down 
for the time being. 

“However, this is a very important 
facility for the village.”

A Dudley shop packed with 
memorabilia offers a rare glimpse 
into musical history. ANDREW 
TURTON reports 

WELCOME to First Floor Vintage in Stour¬ 
bridge’s Lower High Street run by veteran 
singer-songwriter Pete Boddis. 

Guitars and records are crammed along¬ 
side posters and signed photographs dedi¬ 
cated to some of the biggest names in 
American music. 

Racks of records, dating back decades and 
many in their original sleeves are tightly 
packed in rows. There are Stetsons, cowboy 
shirts, old turntables, books and videos 
almost too bewildering to comprehend in 
one glance. 

The 67-year-old musician has been a 
fixture on the local pub and club circuit since 
the mid-1960s and can often be found 
strumming his guitar among the organised 
chaos of the unique store-come-museum 
opened 18 months ago. 

It was born out of Mr Boddis’ hobby after 
the collection outgrew his Wollaston home. 

“All this was at home before, hidden 
around in different rooms until the wife said 
it was time to get it out the house,” he says. 

Clicked 

“So I started with the main room with the 
guitars which was sort of a half museum and 
display and half sale. Then I brought the 
vinyl down and I think that clicked with 
people.” 

More than 70 guitars, mandolins and 
ukuleles sit around the walls and floor of the 
store’s largest room. Among his most treas¬ 
ured possessions is a 1962 National Studio 
66 Res-o-Glas guitar owned by bassist John 
Entwistle, from The Who, which was sold at 
auction following the band member’s death 
in 2002. 

Another special purchase was a 1955 
Gretsch Country Club guitar signed by 
country music icon Willie Nelson which 
takes pride of place. It is thought to be worth 
around £2,250 and comes complete with original 
case. The instrument was bought on the internet 
from a dealer in Nashville. 

“I started with Rock ’n’ Roll of course but I was 
influenced by watching cowboy films on Saturday 
mornings. That’s when I started hearing country 
music, and it doesn’t get much bigger than Willie 
Nelson,” says Mr Boddis. 

While some items in the collection are not for 
sale, others including many Gibson mandolins 
have been bought by musicians in recent months. 
He also has a 1990s Ibanez guitar signed by Hol¬ 
lywood star Dan Aykroyd and a Martin ukelele 


which had been carried through war zones 
including Korea and Vietnam, by a Sgt L.K. Loo, 
who had written the places he served in between 
1955 and 1969 on the inside of the case. 

Fascination 

Mr Boddis’ fascination with classic American 
fashion designers such as Nudie Cohn who is 
famed for creating a gold lame suit for Elvis 
Presley and other clothing for actors and singers 
Roy Rogers and Dale Evans and British music 
icon Elton John. 

Mr Boddis, who is married to Lynne, first found 
his love of music with friends at the former King 


Edwards VI grammar school in Stourbridge in 
the late 50s. “Two or three of us were into the 
music and we got together and at 15 formed a 
rock and roll band,” he says 
Their gig was at the old Midland Red garage 
social club - now home to the Mercedes car deal¬ 
ership on Stourbridge ringroad. “We had to carry 
the amps and the guitars on the bus. We were 
mainly self-taught, I had a few lessons but I can’t 
read music,” he says. He also started his own 
country music club at The Garibaldi pub, Cross 
Street, Stourbridge. Mr Boddis gigged around the 
area with a country band for about 12 years. 


Only 73 
speeding 
cameras 
still used 

JUST 73 out of 305 speed 
cameras in the West Mid¬ 
lands are still in use, claim 
new figures. 

Funding cuts and rising 
costs of processing old-style 
film have taken their toll. 

Police are now being 
forced to move equipment 
between bases in areas 
where speeding is at its 
worst. The budget from 
councils for speed cameras 
was slashed by £750,000 last 
April, leaving West Midlands 
Police to foot the remaining 
£1 million with funding from 
the Highways Agency. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Gina Lycett said: 
“There are 305 fixed speed 
camera housings across the 
West Midlands area. Of 
those 73 are in use. 

“West Midlands Police 
classifies cameras as either 
red, amber or green, depend¬ 
ing on the danger levels of 
the road. We also have white 
sites. The grading is based 
on a combination of collision 
and speed history. The green 
and white sites are not cur¬ 
rently used. 

“This year 13 sites not 
used last year are being 
utilised based on the yearly 
statistics. Mobile speed 
enforcement vans are used 
by West Midlands Police at 
over 100 sites.”

It follows the removal of 16 
layers of paint.The painting work is expected to take six weeks, when the scaffolding will 
be removed and the final repairs are carried out. The chairlift was the first passenger- 



10th raid on 
£1m boat 
store firm 

A FIRM storing a £1.3million powerboat in 
Brierley Hill has been raided for the 10th 
time this year. 

Thieves broke into Micklewrights and 
took six alarms. They got in through fire 
damage following a suspected arson last 
month at the premises at Thornleigh 
Trading Estate. 

The raid means adventurer Alan Priddy 
must now wait another week to restart work 
on his boat, Accomplish More, which he 
hopes to use for a round-the-world record 
attempt this year.

Mr Priddy says he is now considering 
bringing in his own 24-hour security to 
protect his boat, which has so far escaped the 
hands of the thieves. 

Equipment and tools are not left at the 
site. Director Andrew Micklewright said 
they felt helpless to stop the burglaries.

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Home's failing standards 
puts future in jeopardy 


A CARE home in Dudley is facing 
an uncertain future after a critical 
report. Summerfield Care Home, in 
Wellington Road, was found to be 
failing five standards. 

Health watchdogs criticised all five essen¬ 
tial standards of care and safety looked at in a 
report published by the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission. 

Inspectors discovered elderly patients at 
the home, some suffering with dementia, 
living in unclean conditions, resting on mat¬ 
tresses and armchairs which “smelled offen¬ 
sive” and were “stained in body fluids”. 

The report also uncovered a lack of suitably 
qualified care staff that, despite prior warn¬ 
ings, had failed to address shortfalls in the 
protection of patients’ health and wellbeing. 

In response, the CQC said it was taking 
action against the home, which has 38 resi¬ 
dents. A spokesman said: “We are taking 
action to protect the welfare of people using 
this service. While the law does not allow us to 
go into detail at this stage, we will publish a 
full report. 

“Any regulatory decision CQC takes is open 
to challenge by a registered person through a 
variety of internal and external appeal 
processes.” 

Dudley Councillor Steve Waltho, said he 
believed the health watchdog was starting 
steps to close the home. He said: “We have met 
with the CQC in the last few days in regards 
to the future needs of people at Summerfield 
Care Home.” 

The home is run by Merron Care Limited. 
No-one from the firm was available for 
comment.

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Roofer charged £2,300 
for work worth just £90 


A COWBOY roofer who charged 
an elderly man more than £2,300 
to replace one tile and clean some 
guttering has been given a sus¬ 
pended jail sentence. 

Jonathon Smith, of Coseley, also tried to 
get another man to pay £2,850 for sub-stan¬ 
dard work, Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

The 24-year-old had already carried out 
repairs for one resident, in his 80s, and then 
returned 18 months later claiming further 
work was needed. The “vulnerable” man, 
agreed to pay £2,350 up front for the work. 

The resident, of Hilary Drive, Merry Hill, 
Wolverhampton, agreed to pay the money 
after Smith knocked on his door in January 
2011 claiming the cold weather would 
damage the work he had done to the roof 
tiles. 

Mrs Suzanne Hill, for Trading Standards, 
told the court three men worked on the roof 
and left the man with no paperwork. 

After the man became concerned and 
reported Smith, experts found he had only 
replaced one tile and cleaned the guttering- 
work which should have cost £90. 

Smith, of Ettingshall Road, traded under 
the firms Tile Seal UK and JS Home 
Improvements. In February last year he was 
reported by another man after doing work at 
his home in Grosvenor Way, Quarry Bank. 

Smith was handed a 24-week jail sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 months, ordered to 
carry out 300 hours of unpaid work. He must 
pay £2,350 in compensation and £4,485 
costs. Smith admitted six charges of fraud 
charges and seven of engaging in a commer¬ 
cial practice which is a misleading.

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Dental practice to shut 
due to poor standards

A METAL and glass vine climbing 
the side of one of Dudley’s top 
tourist attractions has been given a 
Royal makeover. 

The piece at Wordsley’s Red 
House Glass Cone was created by 
Bromsgrove artist and jeweller 
Michele Gulliver for the 2006 Inter¬ 
national Festival of Glass. 

To mark the Diamond Jubilee, 
additional vines, flowers and leaves, 
topped off with a crown, have been 


added.Michele worked with two of 
the Cone’s resident artists, glass 
lampworker and beadmaker Sarah 
Jones and fused glass artist Jane 
Ellis to make new glass inserts for 
the flowers and glass jewels for the 
crown. 

Local blacksmith Bob Colley, who 
co-designed and installed the Cone’s 
popular glass curtains artwork 
worked with Michele to install the 
new vine and crown. 


A PRIVATE dental practice has 
been ordered to shut down after 
failing to comply with the required 
standards of quality and safety 
because used instruments were 
left in a kitchen sink. 

The Care Quality Commission said it had 
cancelled the Smile Dental Clinic in Brierley 
Hill’s registration. 

This was the first time the commission 
has taken such a step against a dental prac¬ 
tice after inspectors discovered gaps in 
records relating to patients, medicines that 
were out of date and the kitchen area was 
being used for sterilising instruments. 

The autoclave machine, used for sterilis¬ 
ing equipment was not working at the time 
of the inspection. 

Inspectors had also asked to see patient 
records but not all of them could be located 
and were told the missing documents could 
have been in the dentist’s car. 

One person’s records were found in a file 
belonging to a different patient. 

When inspectors were shown audits for 
infection control, records and patient safety 
these were dated 2010 and related to 
another surgery the dentist had worked pre¬ 
viously. 

A notice of decision has now been served 
by the commission removing the clinic, in 
Embankment Hill, from the providers’ con¬ 
ditions of registration. 

Officials said Seyed Jalal Mir Haghgouy 
Jalali was no longer registered to operate a 
dental clinic from that site. He would have 
to register afresh to set up elsewhere. 

Mr Jalali was unavailable for comment.

LOCAL Government bosses have 
waded into the row between 
charity street collectors and 
Dudley Council, claiming agree¬ 
ments are needed to allow them 
to continue in the town. 

Charity fundraisers are locked in a fight 
against Dudley Council chiefs over their 
decision to make collectors carry a permit. 

The Public Fundraising Regulatory Asso¬ 
ciation representing the collectors, known 
as charity muggers or chuggers, says the law 
does not apply to them as they do not collect 
cash. 

But Dudley Council has ruled they must 
carry a licence - and the PFRA is now using 
a national review to argue its case. 

Now the Local Government Association 
has entered the row and recommended 
working with the PFRA to co-regulate street 
fundraising. 

In Wolverhampton an agreement has 
already been drawn up allowing the collec¬ 
tors in Dudley Street on Mondays and Tues¬ 
days, and Victoria Street on Wednesdays. 

In its submission to the national review, 
being run by Lord Hodgson, the LGA says it 
has “committed to further work with the 
PFRA to promote the voluntary agreement 
option to councils and increase awareness of 
the other key elements of self-regulation, 
such as the code of conduct”. 

The submission calls for “flexible powers” 
to allow councils to be able to create the 
most “effective solutions for their local 
area”. 

Clampdown is working 

CALLS about anti-social behaviour have 
dropped in Dudley since a police clampdown 
on troublemakers. 

In March, officers were granted the power 
to move on groups causing a nuisance in the 
Castle and Priory area. 

Dispersal orders, which will run for six 
months, were put in place and cover 31 
streets and will run until September 25 in a 
bid to reduce the number of reports of anti¬ 
social behaviour.

Majority want to keep 
threatened home, daim 


A MAJORITY of people have 
backed plans to secure the future 
of a care home which had been 
threatened with closure, a survey 
claims. 

More than three quarters of those who 
responded to a consultation exercise on the 
future of New Bradley Hall, Kingswinford 
wanted to see its future secured as a council- 
run home for long-term care. 

New Bradley Hall, which has some resi¬ 
dents as old as 100, was facing the axe as part 
of sweeping changes to adult social care in 
Dudley borough. 

Following a public outcry and a 5,000- 
strong petition against the closure, charity 
Age UK Dudley was asked by Dudley Council 
to hold a consultation to look at the issue. 

The report reveals an overwhelming 
support for the home, in Compton Drive, to 
continue to provide long-term residential care. 

In total, 141 people completed question¬ 
naires with around 56 responses from resi¬ 
dents and their relatives. 

More than 75 per cent of people who 
responded to the consultation backed the 
option to keep New Bradley Hall open as a 
council run home in the long-term. 

Second favoured option with 16 per cent 
support was keeping the home open for exist¬ 
ing long-term residents and not taking on any 
more, but providing some short-term respite 
care. Only one person wanted to see the home 
close and all residents moved elsewhere. A 
report will be presented to Dudley Council’s 
cabinet on June 20. 


Mystery over canal levels 

Falling water levels along a stretch of canal 
in Wordsley have left experts baffled as they 
try to find a cause for the problem. 

British Waterways were alerted low levels 
along part of the canal which runs near to 
the Red House Glass Cone. 

Workers visited the site to let more water 
into the system and raise levels to normal.

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Social care 
debts to 
councils 
are £9.4m 

THOUSANDS of pension¬ 
ers and disabled people in 
the Black Country and 
Staffordshire are in debt to 
councils to the tune of £9.4 
million. 

The figure is the outstand¬ 
ing costs owed to authorities 
for adult social care. 

At least 4,000 people have 
fallen behind with payments 
prompting calls for a shake- 
up of accounting. Councils 
said the number of people in 
arrears was a very small per¬ 
centage of those on the 
books. 

Care is free for some 
people but many councils 
require people to pay some 
or all of the costs. 

Specific 

In Wolverhampton 743 
people receiving some form 
of adult social care that they 
fund themselves owe a com¬ 
bined £2.8m. 

Walsall Council is owed 
£2.5m and Staffordshire 
County Council is owed 
£1.65m. 

Dudley Council revealed 
610 people owe it just over 
£lm and Sand well Council is 
chasing £1.3m from 607 
service users. 

Staffordshire County 
Councillor Matthew Ellis, 
cabinet member for adult 
wellbeing added: “Everyone 
receives a financial assess¬ 
ment to find out how much 
they should pay based on 
their specific financial cir¬ 
cumstances. 


Recapturing centre's past 
is like a breath of fresh air 


FOR thousands of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton children it is remembered as 
their first night away from home. 

And now headteacher Rachel Wells at 
Kingswood Nursery and Infant Centre, near 
Albrighton is searching for people who 
remember staying there. It is hoped the 
information will help the centre create a 
history of the site, which can be shared with 
the youngsters who visit with their schools 
and groups. 

Today the centre provides day and over¬ 
night residential visits for children aged 3 to 
8 years, who can take part in activities 
ranging from pond dipping to den building. 
However, the site started as a children’s 
holiday camp in 1923 and was run as a char¬ 
itable trust with the mayoress of Wolver¬ 
hampton as the chairman. 

Plaque 

Rachel says: “The centre began with the 
idea that poor children from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton would go for holidays at weekends and in 
the summer. Longer holidays took place in 
the summer, paid for by Pearson’s Weekly 
Fresh Air Fund - a weekly magazine which 
asked for donations for needy children.” 

Rachel says the original buildings were 
First World War Nissen huts, with stretch¬ 
ers for beds. A plaque at the centre reads: 
“This camp was opened by the Mayoress, 
Mrs C Frost, on June 2, 1923. It is estab¬ 
lished for the purpose of providing healthy 
holidays for the school children of Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“The cost of maintenance is defrayed 
entirely from public subscriptions and the 
labour of the teachers and others who form 
the camp staffs is given voluntarily. 

“Each successive Mayoress of Wolver¬ 
hampton is president of the camp.” 

Around the time of the war brick built 
dormitories were built and the stretchers 
were replaced by beds. Boys’ and girls’ air-

raid shelters were also created for emer¬ 
gency use and shortly after the Second World 
War, the site was bought by the Local Educa¬ 
tion Authority. 

“The centre became a special open-air 
school for children with asthma and breath¬ 
ing problems, as well as youngsters with 
poor growth and development and in social 
need,” says Rachel. 

It wasn’t until 1976 that the Kingswood 
Nursery and Infant Centre was officially 
opened. Rachel says: “The idea came from 
Margaret West, Inspector of schools for 
nursery and infant education who had joined 
Wolverhampton council. 

“She had previously worked as a head 
teacher in Liverpool, taking children out of 


the city to the countryside. It was her vision 
which led to the centre and it cost £53,000 to 
create.” 

Just six miles from Wolverhampton the 
centre is mainly visited by youngsters from 
schools in the city but they also work with 
families and dads groups to provide weekend 
and holiday learning activities and events. 

“We have a friends group, which was 
formed in 2008 to support the aims of the 
centre and to help with events and fundrais¬ 
ing,” said Rachel. 

“There is also a long-established group 
called the Kingswood Association, who meet 
regularly and have a connection with the old 
Kingswood camp and school. This group is 
made up of staff, pupils and families of those 


who attended the school and we are now 
looking for people who can help contribute 
towards the Kingswood archive.” 

Rachel says they are looking for people 
young and old to take part in an open 
evening on June 29 from 4.30-7pm. 

There will be a memories booth where 
staff can chat to people and record their 
experiences. It will also be a drop off point for 
any artefacts, letters and photos and it will 
also be a fun event with outdoor activities for 
all the family. 

“We are now in the process of becoming a 
charity again, so the centre’s story has come 
full circle,” says Rachel.

22 a day 
speeding 
during 
M5 works 

AROUND 22 drivers a 
day were caught speeding 
along just seven miles of 
the busy M5 motorway 
during a £9.32 million 
roadworks scheme. 

Highways bosses warned 
motorists using the M6 
during an ongoing £126.4 
million scheme to open up 
the hard shoulder to expect 
similarly tough action if they 
break the temporary 50mph 
speed limit imposed while 
the work takes place. 

A 40mph limit was 
imposed between junction 
three of the M5 and just 
beyond junction 4a through¬ 
out the five-month scheme. 

Safety 

A total of £185,100 in 
fines was raked in over the 
140 days between the 
project’s launch in Novem¬ 
ber to its end in April, as 
3,085 motorists were caught 
breaking the limit. 

Highways Agency 

spokesman Bas Abdulla said 
speed restrictions were nec¬ 
essary to ensure the safety of 
both drivers and workers. 

“Cameras are used to help 
minimise the risk faced by 
road workers, who are often 
working in difficult condi¬ 
tions next to live traffic, and 
for drivers passing through 
the works area,” he said. 

“Lanes have been nar¬ 
rowed during the works and 
it isn’t always safe for 
drivers to continue travel¬ 
ling at high speeds.”

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Quarry campaigners are 
delighted over refusal 


CAMPAIGNERS battling plans for 
a new quarry in Wall Heath are 
delighted after the proposed 
development was thrown out. 

Angry residents submitted a 3,000-signa¬ 
ture petition and 5,500 letters of objection 
over FG Davis’ plans for a site off Mile Flat. 

At a meeting of Staffordshire County 
Council’s planning committee last week the 
scheme was thrown out. 

But campaigners were left disappointed 
after an application for its existing Enville 
Road site to remain was approved. 

Dave Tyler, leader of the Quarries Fighting 
Fund, said: “This is a victory for the people of 
Wall Heath and we are really pleased this 
massive quarry will now not be built. 

“But on the other hand we are bitterly dis¬ 
appointed the councillors did not see further 
than the short-term when granting permis¬ 
sion for the quarry in Enville Road.” 

All 14 councillors on the committee unani¬ 
mously voted to refuse planning permission 
for the new quarry. 

Committee vice-chairman Councillor 
Steve Tranter said: “There is not a need for 
another quarry site at this time. 

“There are concerns over a loss of ameni¬ 
ties such as sports fields, and noise and dust 
that would be created.” 

Residents had also battled the scheme on 
the grounds it would lead to extra traffic in 
the village and also increase mud on the 
roads. 

FG Davis had wanted to carry out sand and 
gravel excavations on the 19-acre Mile Flat 
site and first submitted the scheme a year

Recalling the heartbreaks, laughter 
and dangers of living during wartime 


SCRAPES with death, romance, 
heartbreak, spies, humour and 
bizarre experiences all feature in 
a West Midlands woman’s 
account of her mother’s life on the 
home front in Worcestershire and 
Birmingham during the Second 
World War. 

Imagine you are 15, you have just heard 
war has been declared and your father 
loads three bullets into his First World War 
revolver, pledging that if the Germans 
come he will shoot you, your mother and 
himself. 

That’s just what happened to Pamela 
Wheeler, in the deathly hush after she 
heard Neville Chamberlain’s frightening 
broadcast, at the Woodman Hotel in Clent, 
near Stourbridge, which was then kept by 
her parents, Sidney and Marie Wheeler. 

Now aged 87 and living in Worcester 
Road, Bromsgrove, Pamela - whose 
surname is now Moore - has recounted her

memories to her daughter, Cherryl Vines, 
from Stourbridge, who has written a 128- 
page book. 

It all started when Mrs Vines, aged 64, of 
Bridle Road, Wollaston, who used to own 
Wallflowers interior design business in 
Blakedown, near Kidderminster, took her 
mother back to the former Woodman Hotel, 
now called the French Hen, in Bromsgrove 
Road, Clent. 

Experiences 

“As we walked across the car park she 
said ‘this is where I saw David for the last 
time’,” said Mrs Vines, the author of 
Pamela’s War, the moving account of her 
mother’s wartime experiences. 

“David was an older boy, aged about 24, 


who she had fallen for at 17 after a kiss on 
the car park and he fell in love with her. 

“But he was a pilot and was killed in a 
Spitfire accident. She wasn’t allowed to 
mourn - and it was the same for everyone. 

“I thought I must write all this down and 
got a dictating machine and started talking 
to my mother about her life. I suddenly 
realised I’d got a book.” 

At the time war broke out “aliens” such 
as Italians and Germans were being 
imprisoned and Pamela’s father recognised 
the accent of a man who had come to the 
bar. 

Mr Wheeler, previously a butcher in 
Birmingham, decided to send his daughter 
on a spying mission, following a group of 
German customers to the house where they 
were living on the pretext of buying vegeta¬ 
bles for the hotel. 

Mr Wheeler then reported them to police 
and they were all arrested. 

Later in the war, the business failed and 
Pamela, a former Stourbridge Girls High 
School pupil, and her parents moved to a 


mansion flat at Five Ways, Edgbaston. 

“They couldn’t find the key to the air 
raid shelter because the caretaker was in 
hospital with incendiary burns - so when 
there was an air raid my grandfather told 
everyone to lie on the floor at the bottom of 
the flats,” said Mrs Vines, whose book is 
now on sale at Waterstones branches as 
well as on the internet. 

“The air raid shelter took a direct hit but 
all the residents survived, although the 
flats were damaged.” 

Destroyed 

After their home was destroyed by 
German bombs, the family stayed with 
friends in Quinton and Hagley and Pamela 
had to work at a factory at Edgbaston. 

Later, she worked in the Women’s Land 
Army in Broome, near Hagley. 

She met and married John Fellows, who 
was posted to Canada in the RAF, and gave 
birth to her first child, Christine, in 1945. 

History Press has now published Mrs 
Vines’s book about her mother’s war.

Calling council to sign up to 
covenant for armed services 


WITH Armed Forces 
Day approaching on 
30 June, I’ve written 
to Dudley Council 
bosses urging them 
to sign our borough 
up to the Armed 
Forces Community 
Covenant. 

The Covenant is a way for 
an area to formally show its 
support appreciation for the 
work of the armed forces, 
past and present. Dozens of 
Councils have already 
signed up. 

Along with the British 
Legion I campaigned hard 
for the military covenant to 
be enshrined in law - some¬ 
thing which finally hap¬ 
pened last year. 

It now means that for the 
first time the Government 
has a legal duty to uphold 
and protect the wellbeing of 
the whole armed forces com¬ 
munity. 

It applies to all three serv¬ 
ices and is expected to cover 
healthcare, housing and 
education for forces chil¬ 
dren. 

Every Remembrance Day 
or Armed Forces Day we are 
reminded of the respect and 
admiration local people have 
for the armed forces here in 
Dudley, and I think putting 
our name to the covenant

would be a great way to 
recognise the sacrifices 
made by our armed forces. 

NHS funding 

The detailed formula by 
which the funding for each 
hospital in Britain is decided 
is, it’s fair to say, not some¬ 
thing most people are famil¬ 
iar with. 

At the moment the 
amount of funding Dudley, 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton 
or any other area receives 
depends on age, population 
size, health problems and 
deprivation. 

But now the Health Secre¬ 
tary Andrew Lansley has 
announced plans to change 
this formula so that depriva¬ 
tion is no longer taken into 
consideration. 

Deprivation has a massive 
impact on demand on the 


NHS and it is scandalous 
that for the Government to 
consider no longer taking it 
into account. 

I have looked into the 
figures in detail and this 
would mean Dudley PCT 
would lose £22.8m; Wolver¬ 
hampton, £62. lm and 
Sandwell £93.9m. 

At the same time that 
Black Country hospitals 
would be forced to plug 
multi-million pound holes in 
their budgets, wealthy areas 
in the South would stand to 
benefit. 

The figures show Surrey 
would be £401M better off 
and Hertfordshire would 
gain £273m. 

People are understand¬ 
ably very worried about the 
Government’s changes to 
the NHS. 

The effects are already 


being felt - thousands of 
nurses are losing their jobs 
and despite the brilliant 
work put in day and night by 
nurses, doctors and all the 
other staff at Russells Hall, 
the latest figures show 
waiting times are up by 177 
percent. 

The Government’s latest 
plans will make a bad situa¬ 
tion worse. Patients and the 
NHS deserve better.
